Faced with an ever increasing ju- 
venile delinquency problem in San 
| Mateo county, the San Mateo Coun- 
ty Probation Commission announced 
| supervisors to make provisions for 
additions to the county staff. At 
present, the department is badly 
understaffed, with a chief proba- 
tion officer, one assistant probation 
officer and two office workers serv- 
ing the 13 courts of the county, the 
juvenile court, assist the schools in 
truency problems, care for adop- 
tions and foster homes, administer 
court wards and a host of other

It is highly improbable, at least, 
that America, during the next de- 
cade, will place much faith in an 


economy of scarcity suc as Was 
foisted on this Nation during the 
decade of depression. 

Faced with a bitter war for sur- 
vival, America has learned that it 


must literally work out its own sal- | 


vation—by 


duction, as well as by the courage 
and recourcefulness of its men in 
the armed forces. 

America has learned again that 
there is pride and joy in hard man- 
ual labor. And it has learned to pin 
its faith in allout production, rather 
than in Washington cure-alls, or 
government directives. 

A few weeks ago, sixteen major 
organized groups, including the 
principal farm and labor organiza- 
tions, met at Atlantic City and 
spent two days discussing the prob- 
lems which will confront America 
in the post-war world—and how to 
meet them. And the declaration of 
principles and objectives that come 
out of that gathering leaves little 
doubt that American labor and 
American business and American 
agriculture believe that we must 
win the peace, just as we are win- 
ning the war—by allout production! 

Before reviewing the decisions 
reached, and the recommendations 
made, note should be taken of the 
post-war planning conference. For 
the very names of the organizations 
are indicitive of the fact that men 


and women in many walks of life | 


have learned their common depend- 
ence on each other (rather than on 
government) and are making the 


first groping steps toward building | 


together for a sound, 
America. 

Represented at these conferences 
were the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce of America, 
American Bankers Association, Am- 
erican Railroads, the CIO. Invest- 
ment Bankers Association of Ameri- 
ca, Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment, Kiwanis International, Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
National Council of Farmer Coop- 


eratives, National Grange, National | 


Foreign Trade Council, and Rotary 
International. 

After pledging all their recources 
and facilities to peak-production to 
win the war, the 16 Nation-wide or- 
ganizations made this significant 
statement of faith and program: 

“In addition to recognition of this 
joint responsibility to the men in 
the armed forces, the delegates pre- 
sent also recognized their joint res- 
ponsibility and opportunity to assist 
in the solution of the many serious 
problems which confront the Na- 
tion now and later. 

“It is the unanimous conclusion 
of the conference that the highest 
degree of prosperity and employ- 
ment is assured when widespread 
buying power of the public, based 
on the production of goods and ser- 
vices, is maintained. It is further 
agreed that over any long period 
of time no one group can be pros- 
perous unless the other groups are 
also prosperous. 

“We believe it is posible to make 
Gemocracy work more effectively by 
eroups getting together voluntarily, 
as a part of their responsibility to 
society as a whole. It can be done 
and we are optimistic as to the fu- 
ture of America. Our economy must 
be judged by the measure of op- 
portunity it provides for all our cit- 
izens. 

“Heretofore, with refrence to post- 
war objectives for America, we fa- 
vor: 

“An economy of plenty instead of 
scarcity. 

“An opportunity for people to 
have jobs and increasingly better 
living standards and _ educational 
advantages.

SPRING PLANTING 

The “frost’ll get’ your tender 
plants if you put them into the 
ground now, George Davis, chair- 
man of the Home Food Production 
Committee of the San Mateo War 
Council, warned Peninsula garden- 
ers today. 

It is too early to -plant warm 
weather crops. If you want to gar- 
den, use your energy in preparing 
the ground for later planting. Get 
a copy of the planting guide ex- 
perts have written for those putting 
in Victory Gardens in the county. 
The guide tells when and how much 
and what kind of plants to put in. 

The planting guides are available 
to anyone who requests them at the 
committee headquarters in the War 
Council office—1350 Howard avenue, 
Burlingame. 

Davis declared today, “it is still 
too early for planting warm weath- 
er crops. These early plantings are 
not as successful as later ones. The 
radio daily warns of low tempera- 
tures. Beware of frosts.’ 

“If you must plant seeds, plant 
the hardy crops such as _ carrots, 
beets, turnips, lettuce, radishes and 
the like. Potatoes can be planted 
now since they will sprout after the 
danger of frosts is gone.”
